Mr. T. C. Richmond who had been 
chairman of the state prohibition com­ 
mittee for some time has resigned his 
office. It was rumored that he became 
disgusted with his party for accepting 
the woman suffrage plank, and wouldn’t 
stay on the committee any longer; but 
Mr. Richmond denies this statement, 
and avers that the only reason he aband­ 
on 3d the chairmanship was that he de­ 
sired to give his whole attention to the 
law. 
Mr. Richmond has been interviewed 
by astate Journal representative on the 
question of changing the name of the 
prohibition party, a n i on that point he 
said. 
That is a matter which is still under 
consideration. 
I think the name will be 
changed without doubt, but to what I 
do not know. 
Several names have been 
suggested, among 
then' the national 
party, national reform party and union 
party. 
I he reason for the change is that 
we recognize the fact that prejudice ex­ 
ists against the nome ‘prohibition party,’ 
a pit judice winch we do rot, perhaps, 
concur in, but which for the good of the 
party we feel we ought to consider. 
Y*s, there is proposed also, a thorough 
reorganization of the party. The domi­ 
nant principle will be retained, but the 
other planks it is deeirtd to so modify 
that all ttmperoLce men in ail parties 
may unite in their support. 
We hope to 
show people that it is the principle for 
which we ale fighting and JL, for one, am 
willing to make concessions which shall 
cement all temperance people, whether 
republicans, democrats or prohibitionists 
in one solid body against the traffic. 
I 
believe under the platform which we 
hope to adopt the constitutional ques­ 
tions will be treated more thoroughly 
than ever before since the organization 
cf the union, and the attempt will be 
made to eliminate or modify certain rad­ 
ical portions of the party code which 
arouse opposition in the hearts of men 
who are friendly to the fundamental 
principles of the party. 
For instance, 
one man thinks the party mass meetings 
partake too much of a religious revival 
flavor, another dote not like the name, a 
third believes rn voting upon the ques­ 
tion outside of political parties. 
These 
objectors represent millions of voters, 
and for the good of the principle changes 
ought to and doubtless will b9 made. 
It would be a good thing for the pro­ 
hibition party if it would change its 
name and at the ssme time change its 
principles. As it stands now it is simply 
the tail end of the democratic party, and 
with strong sympathies for that party, 
and with little anxious thought about 
temperance. Tbs prohibition party been 
spending all its .energies in slandering 
the republican party very much to the 
detriment of the temperance cause. If 
the party will follow the suggestion of 
Richmond, change the name and make 
its platform broad enough so that repub­ 
licans and democrats and prohibitionists 
who believe in aggressive temperance 
work can stand thereon, the party will 
be able to accom plish much good.

—Re­ 
cently five detectives arrived here from 
Cnicago, having a clew to the whereabouts 
of Tascott, tho alleged murderer.

HOW THEY BETTLE THE FISHWAY MATTER 
FURTHER DOWN THE STREAM. 


Rockford and other Illinois mill own­ 
ers aud fish men have agreed upon an 
amendment to the fish-way bill now be­ 
fore tb©state legislature. The bill w ill 
be read with much interest by thoae con­ 
cerned in the discussion in this city. 
The present law demands that all water 
power owners Bhall construct fishways. 
The pending bill makes it obligatory not 
only that this ehall be done, but that 
the ways constructed shall be satisfac­ 
tory to the fish commissioners. 
Tb0 
principal amendment suggested at the 
meeting, is that the test whether or not 
the law bas been complied Lwith shall 
rest with the courts, and, not with the 
commissioners. Other amendments are 
that fish wardens may be removed at any 
time by the governor; that Illinois fish­ 
ermen ehall be allowed to nae the seine, 
and that at least one of the three fish 
commissioners shall be a water-power

The Torpedo B oat B ein g Balu at th e

at the Herreshoff works in Rhode Island. 
The inspectors say that the material used 
is of high quality and the work of good 
character. 
Before March I most of the 
steel skin was in place, only one course re­ 
maining to be riveted on the hull.

deck plates are on as far as practicable, 
tho quadruple expansion engines have been 
set up in the shop, and the contractors ex­ 
pect to complete the boat by June I.

while for any excess of speed above twen­ 
ty-three knots they will receive a bonus.

Mr. C. L. Valentine, one of the lead­ 
ing ^members of the Janesville Angle­ 
worm Club, sends the following com­ 
munication to the Milwaukee Sentinel, 
showing wherein the game laws of Wis­ 
consin can be amended so as to benefit 
the people: 


J a n e sv il l e, March 13.—At the pre­ 
ceeding session of the legislature -(1887) 
a law was enacted prohibiting the shoot­ 
ing of water fowl of all kinds daring the 
spring season. 
It was supposed at the 
time referred to that Illinois and all the 
other states adjoining the Mississippi 
river would enact similar laws. 
In this 
expectation, and in hope of better protec­ 
tion to the migratory birds whose annual 
Bight bring* them within the limits of 
our state, the bill secured the approval 
of a few local sportsmen and the ener­ 
getics support of a large number cf non­ 
residents who in the fall of the year visit 
our state to enjoy the duok shooting 
which certain localities afford. The bill 
thus became a law, while in no other 
state i oath of or adjoining as was a sim­ 
ilar law pahsed, dispite the most urgent 
appeals of those trying to secure such 
legislation. 
The subject is again before the Illinois 
legislature and the committee on fish and 
game having th* 
bill in charge has, 
through its sub-committee, agreed to re­ 
port and recommend for passage a bill 
which prohibits the shooting of ducks, 
geese and other water low! from the 15th 
day of April to the 15ih day of Septem- 
oer in each year. 
The bill further pro­ 
vides that during the spring season it 
shall be unlawful to shoot the birds 
untried on Sundays, Mondays and Tues­ 
days of each week, thus permitting their 
shooting on the other days of the week 
up to the 15th day of April. 
The law as it now stands in our state 
practically bars all of the people in the 
agricultural districts from ever having 
the privilege of shooting at a duok or a 
go^se, cr any other water fowl, as it is 
only during the early spring when the 
marshes and low lands are full off water 
from the melted snjw that they are 
afforded any chance for a stray shot. 
While all of our people have the same 
rights under the law as it now stands, 
yet we have not all the same opportuni­ 
ties for enjoying them. 
And we al*! 
knew that with 
the 
duok shooting 
months of the fail—September and Octo_ 
ber—comes the busiest season of work 
on the farm, and that there is no time to 
spare during this period for anything but 
work. 
It is therefore not out of the way 
to say that by far the larger portion of 
our people are entirely cut off from the 
shooting privileges which the few enjoy. 
Our present law coaid not have secured 
the approval of even the small number 
of our sportsmen endorsing it, but for 
the expectation that adjoining states 
would enact like laws. 
As it is spring 
duck shooting is permitted all about us. 
Would it not, be fair to all if we were 
allowed the same privileges in this re­ 
spect tt at are accorded to the people of 
other states ? Let those who are in favor 
of the present law yield a point to those 
who are opposed to it, and amend the 
same so as to allow the shooting of ducks 
in the spring (mallard, wood ducks and 
teal excepted) as recommended in the 
bill before the legislature of Illinois. 
The ducks excepted are the only kinds 
breeding in our state. 
This change in our law can be accom­ 
plished if those favoring it would but 
make their wishes known to the mem­ 
bers of our legislature. 
It will be time enough for us to |pass 
prohibitory laws on this subject when the 
states south off and around us shall have 
first adopted them. 
The shooting of 
wild geese should be allowed a* all sea­ 
sons. There are not 200 killed in the 
state in any one year. 
They do not 
breed here, are never here in any num­ 
bers except in a few counties on the 
south line of the 6tat* where they feed 
in the spring on the corn-fields and Win­ 
ter srain, doing much damage and no 
good. 
Those who favor the change in oar law 
referred to should ask the legislature to 
make the close season on duoks from 
April I) to September let, withfourdays 
shooting each week in the spring. This 
would be only reasonable and fair to all

It was in spring-time away back in 
1868 that a young m an, foot sore and 
weary might have been seen leaning 
against the railing of Milwaukee street 
bridge midway between the batcher 6hop 
and the old postoffice building.

fortune in the wide world, so told him 
that he oould have what he could make 
from a 40-acre piece of land near the reg­ 
ular farm ,if he would only stay at home 
and take oharge of things. 
Dave ac­ 
cepted this generous offer, and went to 
work with a will. Besides what work he 
did for his father he raised a orop on the 
aforesaid forty sores, which netted bim 
nearly three hundred dollars by the next 
spring.

and changing everything up to twenty 
dollar bills.’ 
“That ought to keep you fairly busy.” 
“Yes. It did. Bat foor-flftbs of th® 
time people baying tickets try to have 
change just about right for fear of a 
beat. Our greatest trouble is with peo­ 
ple that get m xed up on what they want, 
They call for two ‘half’tickets when they 
mean the price of the tickets end not half 
or whole. 
When there is a big rush I 
have a man ou the roof of the wagon who 
keeps yelling to the crowd to oall for 
their tickets as halves and wholes and to 
keep their bills open in their hands. * If 
I had to stop aud unroll every bill that
